position. 

The note outlines the entire course of 
negotiations relative to the improve¬ 
ment of the railroad up to the present. 
It declares that throughout the dis¬ 
cussions China had had recourse to her 
well-known policy of obstruction * and 
procrastination, has evaded tho Just 
and reasonable demands of Japan and 
raised collateral question* regarding po¬ 
lice authority and other matters, thus 
delaying a settlement. 


Japan’s Rights Disregarded. 


China’s reply of June 24 Is mentioned 
and tho note declares that Japan’s 
rights under the treaty of 190* were 
disregarded and the provision of tho 
treaty wholly nullified thereby. 

It Is charged that China raised imma¬ 
terial Issues and declared in her reply 
“that the work of Improvement on the 
Antung-Mukdon railroad must be con¬ 
fined to the existing (Tack and that the 
broadening of the gauge cannot be per 
mltted." 

The communication declare* that 
since June 24, when the reply was re¬ 
ceived, Japan has endeavored to induce 
China to reconsider her decision and 
recede from her untenable position, but 
that the Chinese Government has main¬ 
tained an unyielding and uncompromis¬ 
ing attitude.

Klrk-Burley controversy, which has been 
matter of contention between the Bur¬ 
ley Tobacco Society of Kentucky and T. 
H. Kirk, of Cincinnati, atnee lust Decem¬ 
ber. was settled to-day in Cincinnati. The 
society paid to Mr. Kirk the sum of |26.- 
089.97 and went on paper for the 13,000 in 
court costs which the cose ho* Incurred. 

The settlement was made against tho 
wishes of President Clarence E LeBus. of 
the Burley Society. Last Tuesday a meet¬ 
ing of the executive committee of the ao- 
clety was hold In Winchester, when Pres¬ 
ident LoBu* and others declared against 
a settlement However, the majority 
voted for the motion and it passed A 
conference was held hero to-day between 
Mr. Kirk and President LeBu*. Societaly 
Gus Brooks. Fred StuCcy. Jului Ultuc. 
John Thompson and Dwight Pendleton. 
After thl* conference Mr Kirk was 
banded a check in settlement by the Cin¬ 
cinnati Tobacco Warehouse Company, 
which acted for the Burley Society. 

This settlement was made on the basis 
of 17H cents per pound for the 132 hogs¬ 
heads of the 1907 crop of tobacco involved. 
The figure is thc highest quotation which 
was made on the tobacco nutrket last De¬ 
cember. at which the Burley Society took 
slept which prevented Mr. Kirk from dis¬ 
posing of the product. The tobacco is still 
m tho warehouse of thc Cincinnati To¬ 
bacco Warehouse Company, but Is now 
the property of the society. 

The total weight is 149.083 lbs. A month 
ago the matter was taken out of the 
courts and an arbitration committee of 
three appointed, lu agreement was to be 
final. The Burley Society then balked at 
the decision of this tiibunal, which au? 
for Mr. Kirk, alleging that its procedure 
was irregular In many Instances. The 
courts handed down this decision without 
authority Then the meeting was held in 
Winchester, and tho agreement by the 
society * was reached. f he tobacco in¬ 
volved was sold lost full to Mr Kirk by 
J W. Jamieson, of Btarnping Ground Ky 
with Mr Kirk under the Impresstori that 
this tobacco w«u* not a part of the 1907 
Burley pool maintained by the hoc ety An 
Injunction against Its delivery to him was 
secured by the society.

' Hie, died at 5.30 o’clock yesterday* aft¬ 
ernoon at hi* country home, near East- 
wood, Ky., on the Shelbyvilie pike. 
The primary cause of Mr. Hegan’s 
death wa« kidney trouble# for which ho 
had sought relief for more than a 
year In medical instltuti n* of the 
hight-M repute. Mr. Hegan * death did 
not come unexpected. 

Mr. Hugitn wa* in poor health for 
more than two years. During th« last 
year hi* condition has been more or less 
critical. Last fall he left Louluvlllt* and 
Journeyed to Johns Hopkins University 
hospital to undergo an op* ration in the 
hope of prolonging hi* afe. Leaving 
tho hospital, he went to Clifton Spring* 
ban Barium in New York State. Failing 
to find health in these place*, Mr. Hr- 
gan returned to his country home about 
four months ago to be near the place 
of his birth when the end came.

Born In Louisville sixty-five years 
ago. Mr Hegan passed hts entire Ufo 
here. He was one of the city’s oldest 
and most respected citizens. Mr. Hegan 
saw the city grow from s mere village 
to its present place of prominence and 
Importance. He was never widely 
known except among his business as¬ 
sociates. who always held him In th* 
highest esteem. 

Mr. Hegan went about in a quiet way 
distributing a large part of hi* surplus 
wealth in beneficent benefaction*. In 
this philanthropic work Mr. Hegnn al¬ 
ways avoided publicity. He counted 
among his most Intimate frb-nda Just 
an even dosen business and profes- 
Klonal men of Louisville. There was 
nothing that Mr. Hegan would not have 
done for the boyhood friend* had It 
ever been necessary for them to call 
upon him for aid. 

A wife but no children survive Mr. 
Hogan Mr*. Hegun was MUa Motile 
Ewing, of Georgia, before her marrlag.*. 
to Mr. Hegan. Mr. Hegan also is *ur- 
vlved by two *l*tera.

Glover was aboard the car which left 
the station at Fifth and Green streets at 
ft o'clock for the power house, In charge 
of Conductor John Drake and F. Moore, 
motorman. They did not know that 
Glover was on the car. however, for he 
was traveling as a special passenger on 
the top of the car. How* he got to his 
airy perch Is unknown. He Is thought 
to have dropiH*! on from the rafters of 
the station, where he may have climbed 
by means of convenient step-ladders. 

When the car reached Fourth avenue 
and Oreen street. Patrolman Beaman saw 
Olover lying on the running-board. He 
•topped the car and called 
come down.

IMMIGRATION AGENTS’ WORK. 


Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 6.—(Special.]— 
Complaint was fll*d before the State 
RaJIroad Commission to-day by the 
State Board of Agriculture. In charge 
of the Kentucky State Fair, that exces¬ 
sive, extortionate and unlawful rate* 
aro being eimrged by the Kentucky 
and Indiana Bridge Company for the 
switching of cars loaded with exhibits 
for tho fulr from the various railroads 
with which the K. and 1 Bridge Com¬ 
pany lias physical connection at Louis¬ 
ville to tho State Fair grounds. 

Attorneys McChord, Hines & Nor¬ 
man represent tho complainants, which 
make the railroads connecting with the 
bridge company co-defendants. The 
complaint sets forth that the regular 
maximum rate which the Kentucky and 
Indiana Bridge Company charges for 
switching cars Is 12 maximum and II 
minimum per car. whereas a rate of IS 
per car «in livestock and |7 per car on 
dead freight in passenger equipment, 
and 13 per car in equipment other than 
passenger equipment. Is cliargod on 
freight shipped to the State Fair 
grounds. The complaint sets forth 
that there Is no reason for this discrim¬ 
ination and asks for redress and for an 
order from the commission directing a 
reduction In the switching charges to 
tho State Fnlr grounds. 

The State Hailroad Commission will 
meet in LottUvflle on August 18 for the 
purpose of hearing the case.

This last batch of checks which will 
be ready for distribution to-morrow 
afternoon, was for the tobacco that had 
not boon taker^&nd paid for by the In 
dependent buyers The amount of 
these last checks is $17,975. 

This closes up the tobacco pool for 
this county after a sale of over two 
thousand hogsheads and receiving over 
a half million dollars In money. In a 
few days or as soon as tho books can 
all be checked up at Winchester, checks 
for the 10 per cent, of all the sales that 
have been held back for possible con¬ 
tingent expenses, will be sent to the 
tobacco owners in every county and 
then every grower will have been paid 
in full for his tobacco at the graded 
price.

diiferent times, and ior the further reason that 
it was not feasible for the company to at once 
so alter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date.

Announced as his subject "Evolution in 
Matters Governmental” on Thursday 
at the Amphitheater. Agreeing with 
Mr. Zueblin. though reaching his con¬ 
clusions from an antipodal starting 
point, Mr. Shaw said that the Ameri¬ 
can people are fast drifting awray from 
the Constitution as Interpreted by Its 
makers and he sounds a warning 
against Impulsive action. Ho admitted 
that he likes to go fast, but he says 
that the American ship of state Is go¬ 
ing as fast now as he likes to go. and 
Is as far from shore as he cares to see 
it. "Amorlca Is leading us away from 
representative government toward a 
more complete centralization of power 
In the executive than exists in Russia. 
England, France or Germany.” The 
people ha\n? their representatives cow¬ 
ed; they dare not express their own 
opinions or follow their own Judgment. 
If they had had direct government the 
country would be In a far different po¬ 
sition than it nov* occupies. It would 
have been flooded with greenbacks and 
crushed with a load of free silver, 
though few people now believe that 
either is a good thing. Only the con¬ 
servatism of the people's representa- 
tives saved us. The people as a whole 
can never see a subject other than Im¬ 
pulsively and laws .passed under Im¬ 
pulse are ruinous. When a step is to 
be taken and there la some one to chal¬ 
lenge It is much more apt to be decided 
wisely. 

Socialism Is not gaining much foot¬ 
hold among the labor classes. It Is 
among the scholars that it Is most 
warmly expounded. Mr. Shaw thinks 
that there never was a body of men 
more sincere, "Just as sincere as the 
anarchists and no more.” Tho Protest¬ 
ant pulpit he finds teaching much so¬ 
cialism. though doing it unconsciously. 
Our great pitfall lies In trying to settle 
too many questions at once. We Idolize 
statute law and want a law passed to 
romedy every wrong we see. “Don’t 
get hysterics,” he urged, ”and before 
you uproot the Government the fathers 
founded, study the matter long and 
carefully. Ttie fathers may have been 
quite as wise as you.”

Muc h pleasure is being derived from 
tWe lectures by this eminent author and 
speaker who began tho second half of 
the summer school session In Higgins 
Hall on Monday. His first hour Is de¬ 
voted to tho consideration of the ’’Ma¬ 
jor Nineteenth Century Poets;” the 
second, to '“The English Drama.” He 
Is considering English drama not alone 
as a form of literature, but as a product 
of physical environment The differ¬ 
ence in environment Is what makes Ib¬ 
sen so different from Shakespeare. No 
one can read or interpret either truth¬ 
fully unless their surroundings are 
sketched In as backgrounds. The rene¬ 
gade drama of to-day had a noble 
mother and Dr. Burton believes it Is 
trying hard to get back to her teach¬ 
ing. As things seen are mightier than 
things heard, from the earliest tlmei 
the priests who were the teachers of 
the people, permitted and encouraged 
the sacred drama. Its original home 
was the church, the cathedral furnished 
its stage and these early performances 
shaped those that come afterward In 
the open air, free to all; like Chau¬ 
tauqua's own amphitheater perform¬ 
ances, where the audience Is free to 
come and go—a privilege It exercises 
to the Cult 

A vivid description of the morality 
play charmed the listeners* The devil 
■was the bad boy. the villain, though al¬ 
ways a kind of good fellow, adored by 
the audience. Hell was a yawning, vis¬ 
ible hole dividing the stage, ready to 
receive tho damned. From the devil of 
those days our modem clown Is a legit¬ 
imate descendant Then came evolu¬ 
tions. Intense times developed a new 
technique. The Renaissance came and 
nearly strangled the drama, having a 
particularly bad effect upon the Eng¬ 
lish form. It Introduced several feat¬ 
ures that ought never to have hAd a 
place, that w* are now endeavoring to 
discard. The Renaissance gave a false 
model and the drAma was In a perilous 
stage when Marlowe and his contem¬ 
poraries took It In hand. Marlowe was 
a great poet And an Interesting prede¬ 
cessor of Shakespeare 

Dr. Burton is a master of melodic 

f ihrase and a ready speaker His col- 
oquial style on the platform immedi¬ 
ately wins the confidence of his audi¬ 
ence. Each Individual composing it 
feels In some way that the speaker’s 
remarks are especially Intended for 
himself, hence the wonderful attention 
that always greets this Chautauqua fa¬ 
vorite.

No mat¬ 
ter how su^certsful one may be finan¬ 
cially or politically, the soul, or the 
nation that loses an all-consuming in¬ 
terest In God, will deteriorate.

Prof. Devine's excellent little book 
alms to present the argument that mis¬ 
ery In the main Is the result of eco¬ 
nomic conditions, of maladjustment 
That defective personality and moral 
elements are responsible Is a theory 
with which he has little sympathy. 
Such a theory he consigns with such 
notions as witchcraft or demoniacal 
possession. So, holding that the chief 
causea of most of our woe are social, 
transitional, measurable, he Is ready 
to believe that this misery Is curable 
and preventable. 

Out of his large experience In New 
York City the author chooses salient 
examples to prove his contentions. He 
discusses especially such cases wherein 
physical disability, unemployment, wld 
ow'hood and similar conditions are at 
the root of the trouble, for which In 
every Instance he show's where palli¬ 
ative measures either were or might 
have been applied. 8oc!al policies of 
general character are those specially 
recommended as cures. Such meas¬ 
ures as the development of civic con¬ 
sciousness. the Improvement of Insur¬ 
ance arrangements, the uee of pre¬ 
ventive medicines. Improvement of 
housing and the standards of living, 
greater steadiness of employment, arc 
among the endeavors to whloh we 
ought to fasten our attention. 

One of the wisest chapters in the 
volume Is that which handles one of 
the worst examples of maladjustments 
with which the sociologist has to con¬ 
tend. This is the displacement of la 
bor by new* machinery or new indus¬ 
trial processes. For this unhappy con¬ 
dition w'hlch "scraps human beings/ 1 
Just as It scraps outworn machinery, 
the author endeavors to suggest »uch 
remedies as better manual training In 
the schools and the Increase of occu¬ 
pational mobility of efficient workmen. 
The author Is Inclined to believe with 
Mr. Herbert Brown that the natural 
limits to occupational mobility are 
vastly less confining than those nar¬ 
row bounds set down by custom, em¬ 
ployers and trade unions; that back 
of each skilled trade and occupation 
lies primarily i^pthlng more mysterious 
than a certain deftness of hand, accu¬ 
racy of eye. co-ordination of muscles, 
sense of rythm, commercial Instinct or 
whatever It may be. So It Is possible, 
hold both of these writers, "to weave 
through the maze of endlessly divided 
and subdivided craft and occupation a 
comparatively simple classification, 
based on the underlying essential hu¬ 
man qualification rather than on tech¬ 
nical knowledge of trade peculiarity. I 
believe ft would be possible to pass 
man properly qualified under such a 
classification from one occupation to 
others closely allied with comparative 
c-ase." Thus, if we cannot slacken the 
pace of Industry's w'hecls, the working 
period of human life may be length¬ 
ened. permanency of labor may be se¬ 
cured—to the advantage of workman 
and employer, and other adjustments 
may be made for the good of both of 
the Individual and the community. 

Casting responsibility for soda) bet¬ 
terment on the community at large. 
Prof. Devine challenges especially the 
legislators. Judges, editors and teach¬ 
ers to take a hand In eradicating mis¬ 
ery. He makes an eloquent plea for 
the enlargement of the sphere of legiti¬ 
mate public control with the complete 
sanction and full support of the courts 
to meet the questions that affect the 
body social. He urges the soda) point 
of view upon editors. But perhaps his 
most rousing challenge is to educators, 
for he says It is proved that Ignorance 
Is at the bottom of the greater part of 
the misery; hence the superintendents, 
appropriating and governing hoards ah 
well as the teachers have a great dutv 
to fulfill. 

Prof. Devine Is consistent, optimistic, 
stimulating. His experience, gathered 
In this little volume, will be valuable 
to (rtudt-nts of social conditions.

Matthews knows well whereof he 
speaks. From its beginning be has 
been Identified with the "National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress,” which 
was the extension of the "Mississippi 
movement,” that fine incipient effort of 
the merchants and public-spirited citi¬ 
zens of the Middle Stales to discuss 
and effect the betterment of our water¬ 
way*. 

In this long-needed volume Is pre¬ 
sented a succinct account of the several 
engineering methods by which each 
great division of the Mississippi has so 
far been developed. The various meth¬ 
ods of canalization, Icvee-bulldlng. 
utilization of tho channels, the hydrol¬ 
ogy of the system are considered in 
concise and Interesting chapters which 
will stimulate those Immediately and 
remotely interested In this significant 
matter. 

Remaking the Mississippi system had 
been perhaps a more accurate title for 
Mr. Matthews’ study, as his chapters 
deal not only with the Father of 
Waters, biil with those great trib¬ 
utaries of his. the Missouri and the 
Ohio. Of special Interest locally Is the 
author's discussion of the Ohio and 
Its canalization. Though Indeed con¬ 
sidering its power for groat good or 
groat evil, the Ohio Is a theme on 
which not only State, but national In¬ 
terest should be quickly enlisted. In 
volume of water. In flood height. In de¬ 
structive power, In volume of com¬ 
merce borne It is, says the author, 
easily first of the upper grand divisions 
of the Mississippi. The Improvement 
for navigation purposes must take the 
direction of reservoir control, says Mr. 
Matthews, and In practical paragraphs 
he discusses the methods and expenses 
necessary to develop such a system of 
reservolta and the canalization ncces- 
to make our great beautiful river ren¬ 
der all the service it should to our par¬ 
ticular valley and the country In gen¬ 
eral. 

In numerous and good photographs 
of past and present conditions and fu¬ 
ture possibilities the author supple¬ 
ments his excellent study of what may 
be done for the heart of the country 
from the AUeghanles to the Rockies In 
transportation. In the ending of floods, 
the avoidance of low' water stage# and 
the several other results that will ac¬ 
crue from our rational and energetic 
handling of this movement which so 
pertinently concerns u*.

Stand with your heel#* 
and great toes tight together and then 
close your eyes. If you feel dizzy It's 
a bad sign Stnnd with your feet to- 
gether and then raise one foot; If you 
can't, your nerves need a vacation. 
Close your eye a, extend your arm* from 
the t.des and try to bring the tips of

your index fingers together In front of 
you. Try It half a dozen times and 
see how many times you miss. Or you 
can try a little vocal exercise, such as 
repeating, allegro con nioto. our old 
friends Petc*r Piper or the Woodchuck 
These simple test* are tests of mental 
co-ordination; they may Indicate men¬ 
tal trouble, "brain-storm," or the condi¬ 
tion of the nervous system or nothing; 
they do not necessarily determine a 
person's sanity. But, say the doctors. 
If your brain don't respond, "talk to 
your wife more at breakfast time; It’ll 
be good for both of you." This being 
the silly season It ensues. Inevitably, 
that such odd and startling stunt* are 
followed "In the Wake of t\io News" 
by the over-welcome Hek. licensed Joke- 
smith to the Journal that started the 
trouble. With that persona! appeal 
which becomes him so well, wo find him 
inquiring: "Are you so deficient In 

co-ordination that you sometimes de¬ 
tect yourself In the act of reaching for 
the other fellow's change? Do you ever 
discover yourself trying to get your 
right hand Into your left pant* pocket 
while loudly protesting that It Is your 
turn to pay the car fare? Can you say 
thl* while keeping one eye on the roll¬ 
ing pin and the other on William Ell¬ 
en' Channlng's symphony hanging on 
the wall: "On the level, dearie, I wo* 
detained at the office. Something broke 
loose and nobody could fix It but me?" 
And so forth and so on. 

Foolishness, one may perceive, can 
grow familiar, while continuing, after 
the manner of Chicot and Trtboulet, to 
point a moral; and Touchstone can 
touch our hearts, though ho fall to 
connect with those more sub-conaclou* 
touches which, If they do not prove 
sanity, tend to enlarge our sympathies. 
When poor Tom’s a-cold. he Is near 
wisdom, and even a silly season is not 
without It* use*. 


Victory For the Grafters. 

The tariff bill which the President 
has signed is so far from a 
material downward revision of the 
Dingley schedules that we have 
tho interesting spectacle of gen¬ 
tlemen upon both sides of the argu¬ 


ment busily figuring, to ascertain 


whether the net results of the extraor¬ 
dinary session of Congress benefit or 
Injure the consumer! In other words, 
neither a mathematician nor a micro¬ 
scope can readily find tho element of 
reform in the bill if there is one. The 
law Is therefore a substantial victory 
for the subsidised Industries, or. to be 
plainer, a victory for grafters. 

The tumult and the shouting dies! 
The Captains and the Kings depart! 
On dune and headland sink tho fires 
around which’ camped tho protected, 
seeking additional protection. The con¬ 
sumer who-would know exactly how 
the battle went may review masses of 
figures which Illustrate the well-worn 
adage that while figures never lie liars 
often figure. All of the pother haj been 
to no purpose. The Interests came, 
saw and conquered. Under tho guld- 


anco of Mr. Payne's 


rate that w«# fearsome to dlvekeepers 
and destructive to shoe leather. There 
was a resumption of business In the 
court* and oven the blind tigers saw. 
felt or scented danger. Some of thorn 
took to the wood* before the storm 
broke. A larger number of them were 
not* so fortunate. The cleaning up I* 
going on and the Deputy Prosecutor, 
who has b4en most active In the work 
of purification, says there will be no 
cessation until Gary I* swept olean of 
the law-defying element. 

In building a model city the officials 
of the Steel Trust seem to have over¬ 
looked tho Important matters of mor¬ 
ality, taw and order. Gary may be all 
right from a sanitary standpoint and 
up-to-the-minute In street construction 
and in standards of architecture. That 
the city Is projected along modem line* 
and that money has not been spared to 
carry out the Ideas of its founders will 
aval! but little In advancing Its pros¬ 
perity if the'lawless elements are to be 
allowed to run the town. The fact that 
the better classes of resident* have 
been compelled to call on the Governor 
for protection will not have a tendency 
to bring an Influx of the material out 
of which good citizenship Is made. 
Whatever advantages tho city might 
otherwise offer as a place of residence 
do not count very strongly against 
undesirable a civic 1 situation. 

There is a general disposition to 
look upon manufacturing towns as 
"tough." Their population Is shifting 
and la largely made up of floaters. Un¬ 
der such circumstances it cannot be 
expected that they should be as free 
from disorder and crime as those com¬ 
munities of more settled and permanent 
citizenship. Nevertheless, It is possible 
to enforce the law there as elsewhere. 
There Is laxity of law enforcement in 
many quarters, but Gary seems to have 
"gone the limit." No city can look for 
any abiding prosperity under such cir¬ 
cumstances. If the men who are re¬ 
sponsible for Gary** existence would 
realize their hopes of a model munici¬ 
pality they will do well to see that 
the cleaning up 1* thorough. 


Mr. Oompers Upon Tipping. 

Samuel Gompers, a dignified repre¬ 
sentative of the Labpr party, believes 
in the dignity of labor. Ho Is always 
listened to attentively by a wide audi¬ 
ence when he discusses Important 
questions. His recent observations 
upon the much-discussed topic, "tip¬ 
ping," claim especial attention. No 
matter how willingly the well-fed or 
well-served patron of the restaurant or 
hotel may give tips, the system of 
tlp-takbig is curiously out of place In 
this democratic country, where the 
working man expects to bo accorded 
the respect to which all who grork 
worthily and honestly are entitled. 

Mr. Gompers denounce* tip taking as 
"unmanly." It Is tills and more. It 
degrades a calling, or rather a number 
pt callings. In which many worthy and 
ambitious young Americans engage 


Dark and Means-That-Are-Vain Com¬ 
mittee and the Frenzied Finance Com¬ 
mittee, captained by the astute Mr. 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island. Congress, 
rapped upon the wrist, but not success¬ 
fully rebuked by the President, deliv¬ 
ered to the people the stone that was 
reasonably* to be expected when "re¬ 
vision downward" was promised. 

Aldrich chuckles; Cannon grins; 
Payne wears the smile that will not 
pucker *id looks perpetual; the subsi¬ 
dized trusts rub their fat, oily paunches 
and ljck their chops, for the fat of the 
land is theirs, as would also be the 
Kingdom of Heaven If Mr.Aldrich, Mr. 
Cannon and Mr. Payne were the gate¬ 
keepers of Paradise Instead of the lid 
sitters of Congress. This is the result 
of the revision of the tariff by Us 
friends. How could It have been other¬ 
wise? 

A considerable number of persons 
hoped that President Taft might prove 
not only strenuous in reform, but also 
bUr~er than his party and stronger 
than hi* party’s managers. However 
sincere, he has given no evidence of 
strength to maul the recalcitrant Into 
righteousness. He admits defeat, ex¬ 
plains it, gives a feast at the White 
House to celobrate It. and there you 
are! Tho policy of "the consumer be 
damned" is expressed as the working 
principle of\he Governm«nt umlbr a bill 
which suits Mr. Aldrich, suits Mr. Can¬ 
non, and suits the venerable "Infants’* 
It protects by * fitting the American 
people. 

Those are most keenly disappointed 
who were most hopeful of results.

The Trouble At Gary. 

Gary, tho magic city of the sand 
dune* of Northern Indiana, has been 
behaving rather badly for a model town. 
It ha* become necessary for Gov. Mar¬ 
shall to take a hand in putting on "the 
lid." Gary, It appears, has been about 
th© widest open town In Indiana. Dives 
of various degrees of offensiveness have 
nourished on every hand and "blind ti¬ 
gers" have prospered through the com¬ 
placency of officials who were Conve¬ 
niently blind to the situation. As a 
last resort some of the law-abiding 
citizens appealed to the Governor. An 
executive order went forth that Gary 
must be cleaned up, even If the militia 
had to be sent ^herw to help along the 
cleaning process. 

* The action of tho Governor came like 
an electric shock to tho officials and 
there was a sudden recovery of sighL 
The lid was put on with n slam that 
echoed far and wide’ over th e sand hills 
snd across the waters of Lake Michi¬ 
gan. It doe\ not seem that it will be 
necessary for Gov. Marshall to call out 
any soldiers. Officer* who hadn^ 
tnovtd a muscle toward law enforce¬ 
ment for many weeks developed a veri¬ 
table fever of activity and kicked up 
a dust that enveloped the city hall like 
a London fog. Policemen hot-footed 
It around comers and up alleys at a 


i due course of events to higher 
positions, and to what we term for 
convenience, "higher wTilks of life/ It 
puts an undeniable and undeserved 
stigma upon the work of* the waiter, 
the bell boy aud tho dozen other tip-' 
takers commonly encountered by the 
traveler or the diner at places of 
purchasable hospitality. 

Everyone Is bound to tip nowadays. 
No one, by any sort of reasoning. Is 
bound to accord to the tip-taker the 
measure of respect which Is readily ac¬ 
corded to the working man who hires 
himself out for wages and earns his 
wages, asking no gratuities. The tip 
not only degrades the taker in the estl- 
mat ton of the giver, but also In his 
own estimation. The self-made man 
who was once a newsboy Is proud of 
his beginning. This Is not only because 
the calling has contributed many men 
to the ranks of prosperity, and even 
eminence In American affairs, but also 
because the newsboy's capital In the 
beginning Is n spirit of independence 
and the grit to struggle for success. 
The man-of-parts who "came up" from 
one of the tipped callings Is not so 
quick to Inform his new friends of the 
nature of his former activities. 

In the older countries, where social 
distinctions are more firmly fixed thou 
they are in America, the taker of tips 
compromises his personal dignity very 
little, because he has none, and the 
dignity of labor not at all, because It 
has no dignity. Tills is particularly 
true in Oriental countries, where the 
waiter belongs to a class or caste 
which no one above it pretends to re¬ 
spect. He makes obeisance when ho 
Is tipped and whines when he is kicked, 
considering himself, and being consid¬ 
ered by others, immeasurably the in¬ 
ferior of those he serves. His superi¬ 
or* feel at liberty to kick him or curse 
him. according to the nature of the 
service. 

But the waiter In America may one 
day rise to prominence in his com¬ 
munity. He is a citizen of a country 
where all men are legally free and 
equal and, theoretically, upon a plane of 
social equality. The dignity of labor 
1* recognized slowly enough when Its 
claims are valid. When the working 
man barters his personal dignity by 
expecting gratuities the man who tips 
him gives him that classification* in 
the social scale to which his method^ 
of earning a living entitles him. 


By merely refusing tips and demand¬ 
ing living wages the tip-takers of to¬ 
day might become Independent wage- 
earners to-morrow. 


The President's Statement. 

President Taft's statement admitting 
the failure of the Payne bill to com¬ 
ply with "promises made, strictly In¬ 
terpreted," is hq admission that the 
pnrty In power Is not sovereign, and 
that the beneficiaries of the tariff sys¬ 
tem have a hand in th® business of 
making Federal laws. 

President Taft; makes an apology to 
the American people when he says that 
the new law is "a sincere effort upon 
the part of the party to make a down¬ 
ward revision and comply with the 
promises of the platform." He apolo¬ 
gizes further by saying that "there have 
byn tew Increases In rites." When 
he says that the decreases constitute 
a sufficient amount to Justify tbe state¬ 
ment that the bill os a whole Is a sub¬ 
stantial revision downward he expresses 
an opinion and provokes discussion. 

Quit* candidly, the President says 
that the intention of the party was to 
"make allowance for the greatest nor¬ 
mal profit upon Investments here." He 
admits that the reduction of subsidies 
to reasonable proportions has. In a 
number of cases, not been accom¬ 
plished. The subsidies allowed to a 
number of industries are therefore still 
unreasonably high even In tho opinion 
of an advocate of a guarantee of "nor¬ 
mal profits upon Investments." And 
they remain high despite the sincere ef¬ 
forts of the party In power to clip 
them down to reasonable proportions! 

If a party which has a working ma¬ 
jority in a legislative body cannot make 
a tariff law eliminating robbery which 
the President admits to be robbery It 
Is pertinent to inquire what tho nature 
of the obstAcle is? 

It Is well known that the protected 
Industries do dominate Congress and 
make laws to suit themselves, but It Is 
humiliating to the vast majority of the 
90.000,000 citizens of the United States 
that such an admission must bo so 
nearly made by the President

Marked Houses. 


Here la a paragraph from a cor¬ 
respondent of Harper’s Weekly: 

"On the main line of the Southern rail¬ 
way from Washington to New Orleans 
there Is not a town or city In which 
a man can buy a glee*' of beer legiti¬ 
mately. But If th* train tarries Pm* half 
an hour almost anywhere he can re¬ 
fresh himself and take something along 
to refresh himself again before reaching 
his destination. From his seat in the 
Pullman car he can see hundreds of 
trucks at every way station filled with 
kegs, cases, demijohns ainl Jugs; for the 
shipment of liquor Into the desert Is the 
big Industry to-day The same traveler. 
If his name Is John Smith, can find a 
package of any sise in almoet every ex¬ 
press office. As most of It Is shipped 
Cl O. D.. he can pay. sign etui take It 
The conditions are far from Ideal, but 
the saloon has been voted out by the 
people or the Legislature without re¬ 
gard to consequence© M tan while there 
Is the usual amount of drinking on the 
perl of those who can afford It and who 
know how. Seeing the opportunity 
wUch would be offered,-.brewers began 
to work day and night to supply the de¬ 
mand for near-beer, which Is supposed 
to contain lees than 2 per cent, of alco¬ 
hol. But in Lite near-beer saloon, almoet 
without exception, the real article t* sold. 
Practically every dealer has a United 
Bute* license, and most of them will mix 
a drink of whisky or serve it straight." 

There Is nothing the average Ameri¬ 
can community more hotly resents than 
being deprived of the right of local 
self-government. The theory of local 
self-government Is the basic principle 
of true democracy. When the aggre¬ 
gate vote of many rural counties ren¬ 
ders a city "dry" against its will, and 
Its vote, the olty community considers 
Itself deprived of the right to regulate 
its own affairs. The existence of this 
sentiment destroys the effect of the 
prohibition law, and we have theoret¬ 
ical prohibition and a flood of Inferior 
beverages which, rating as stolen 
sweets, hold out peculiar allurements 
to the very, class the excited advocate 
of State-wide prohibition would pro¬ 
tect. The result Is that there Is more 
drunkenness than there would be If 
licensed saloons were running. But the 
prohibitionist’s map shows the terri¬ 
tory white, and the black spots on the 
map show the unredeemed sections. 
This Is oneway of asserting that white 
Is black and black Is white. Even as 
ah Is not gold that glitters, all Is not 
temperate that Is "dry" upon the map 
of prohibition.

The copperhead Is the most dangerous 
and venomous of sny snake known to 
this country. Dangerous because It rare¬ 
ly retreats frem the Intruder, and fastens 
Its fangs Into the flesh without warning. 
Immediately after th© bite the wound be¬ 
gins to swell and assumes a copper hue, 
and It ts a rare thing that any antidote 
give* the patient relief, and a horribla 
death of suffering Is tbe result. 

It l* certainly fortunate for that com¬ 
munity that there was such a whol«sula 
Slaughter of these venomous reptiles.

Muskogee, Ok la. Aug. 6.—Judge 
Ralph E Campbell. In the Federal 
Court, tills afternoon, sustained the de¬ 
murrers of defendants In 20,000 Indian 
lund alienation suits brought by the 
Government- The actions by the Gov¬ 
ernment were ordered dismissed. The 
court held that thg titles obtained from 
tho Indians before the act removing 
restriction* went Into effect are good. 

The alienation suits were brought by 
the Government In the Interest of the 
members of the Five Clvlllied Tribes. 

It is estimated that about 2.000.000 
acres of land was Involved In the suits, 
which have been pending f«^r more than 
a year against grantees In conveyances 
Involving restricted lands In the old 
Indian Territory section of Oklahoma. 

The defendants In the suits who 
claimed title to the land by reason of 
purchase from the Indians, are scat¬ 
tered throughout tho United States and 
some reside in Scotland and Mexico. 
United States Senator Robert I. Owen 
was a defendant In ISO cases, and Chief 
Justice Williams, of the Supreme Court 
of this State, was also a defendant 

Judge Campbell In his decision holds 
that the act of Congress conferring 
Statehood on Oklahoma, Including old 
Indian territory conferred citizenship, 
both State and national, upon all mem¬ 
bers of the civilized tribes. 

The court held that the contention of 
the Government that the Indians still 
occupy the position of ward* under the 
Government, and that the latter has the 
right to sue for their protection pre¬ 
sents an anomaly. According to the 
decision the Government had re¬ 
linquished guardianship when Congress 
passed the act conferring Statehood. 

Judge Campbell granted the requisite 
time for the Government attorneys to 
complete the record for an appeal from 
his decision to the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court at St. Louis. 

The distinctive difference between 
these suits and the Muskogee town lot 
cases Is (hat tho lands In the present 
controversy had been allotted to the 
Indians In severalty subject to the re¬ 
moval of r< rU t Ions and was purchased 
by the defendants before such removal, 
in the towrn lot cases the lots belonged 
to the Creek Indians and had never 
been allotted to Individuals.

RECREATION LEAGUE HAM 
PERED BY LACK OF FUNDS. 


WORK OF THE INSTITUTION. 


Operating eleven playgrounds In dif¬ 
ferent sections of Louisville, the Recre¬ 
ation League Is In charge of a work 
that la of the utmost Importance to the 
city. The suvtng uf the child by giving 
him an opportunity to improve physic¬ 
ally. and by giving him a place where 
he may Indulge in clean, healthful play 
and make It unnecessary to stay on tho 
streets, where there Is every chance 
for tho learning of vice and crime. Is 
the work which the league has under¬ 
taken, and which is aiding in putting 
Louisville in the front rank of cities m 
the matter of the welfare of Its people. 

The Recreation League has grown, 
as many of the best features of Loule- 
ville have done, from the work of th© 
Woman’s Club. About nine years ago. 
a small playground was started on East 
Main street. This was in charge of 
Mm. Mary E. Anderson, then the su¬ 
perintendent of the Neighborhood 
House, who r with the limited means at 
her hand, was very* successful. Mrs. 
Anderson saw that the need for enlarg¬ 
ing the work existed, and to this end 
called together a number of citizens 
whom she thought would be interested 
in th« movement. 

• • • 

Effect Organization. 


These Immediately effected an or¬ 
ganization and elected officer*, the first 
head of tbo league being Mrs. Harry 
R. Whiteside. Early In the movement 
the Neighborhood House yard was utIL 
Ised as a playground. This is one of 
the most-used of the league's grounds. 

Another playground that ha# done 
much good is at Central Park. This Is 
the best equipped of any operated by 
the league. This Is used by the chil¬ 
dren of that large district In the south¬ 
west part of the city, which Is known 
as “Limerick.*’ 

Two of the playgrounds, nt Shelby 
Park and Elliott Park, are without any 
equipment at all. Shelby Tark has 
three baseball diamonds, which is the 
only Inducement that Is offered to the 
Children of the region It Is supjiosed to 
serve. This Is not the fault of the 
league, however, which is unable to fit 
up the grounds bocaua© of a practically 
empty treasury. 

The league hns inaugurated this year 
a story-hour. One of the assistant su¬ 
pervisors, Miss Madge NaVe, devotes 
her entire time to this, visiting each of 
the parks In turn and relating stories to 
the children, who now are especially 
eager for this feature. One of tho 
members of the league declared that 
“Miss Nave Is a genius at this work." 
• • • 

Reading Good Books. 


The children who have become un¬ 
usually Interested In the stories of Miss 
Navo have learned that stories nhfl 
books are far different from their pre¬ 
vious conception of them, and are thus 
taught to visit the Public Library and 
select the books which Inspire and 
teach. 

In order to reach those of the older 
children who are employed during th# 
day, classes are held In Contral Park 
and In th* Neighborhood House. At 
the former Is a class of young women. 
und*r the charge of Miss Olivia Hen¬ 
derson. 

The league has a staff of supervisors, 
at the hend nf which la Austin O. John¬ 
son. who was recently elected to this 
position. Under him are eighteen play¬ 
ground Instructors of whom at least on© 
is at each park. All of these have 
shown a peculiar tnl©nt for this line of 
work and have had the greatest suc¬ 
cess. Their task Is by no means an 
easy one. as In many cases tho^e at¬ 
tending the grounds rebel against »t1 
rules.

The league has reached the greater 
port of thr- city with plAygrounds for 
the white children, but one of Its great¬ 
est problems is that of the colored chil¬ 
dren. * It has at present only throe 
gTonnd| for them, leaving & great part 
of the population untouched. 

One of the grounds Is In the rear 
yard of the Presbyterion mission, at 
Preston and Pearl streets, which Is 
known as tjit **pock«*t-play-ground.** 
because of Its size. Its plkce Is to b* 
tuken by a larger ground ne.trby.g>n a 
lot where a house bus been razed. The 
place Is nt present filled with old bricks 
and In th* center Is the hole when* the 
cellar formerly wps situated. Permis¬ 
sion has been secured from th* own¬ 
ers to use the ground, and the colored 
boys of the neighborhood, in th*»lr de¬ 
sire to secure a playground which will 
give them an opportunity to rise above 
their present conditions, have s*t to 
work clearing the ground. The present 
playground Is under the direction of 
William J. Gammon, who has worked 
among the colored people of the neigh¬ 
borhood, which has a large colored pop¬ 
ulation. for throe years. Mr. Gammon 
know* every negro child there, and Is 
acquainted with the wayward ones be¬ 
fore they enter the grounds. 

• e • 

Is Well Attended. 

TMs place has an average attendance 
of 350. but last week J: rose to $ 00 . and 
this week has had a dally attendance of 
180. Indicating how eager these col¬ 
ored children ure to take advantage of 
the opportunity offered them. Many of 
them nave Just learned of the play¬ 
ground. and as soon as they do. they 
visit it ss oftun as they can. The po¬ 
lice who pAtrol this neighborhood de¬ 
clare that thare Is much less miscon¬ 
duct since the playground was opened. 

Other districts also find that this 
condition Is true. Since Boone flquarf 
was opened. It l* said, there has been 
no more breaking and stealing of milk 
bottles, which wa* once one of th*' gt*eat 
annoyances of th* neighborhood. Ev¬ 
ery Instructor hs* reported many In¬ 
stances of marked Improvement In 
many apparently Incorrigible boys. For 
instance, two of the worst hoys at the 
Neighborhood House ground |tev* 
changed so much through the Infludhc© 
of the playgrounds that they have been 
placed In charg* of classes. Through 
the playgrounds, the homes, foo. are 
reached, and the lessons In cfthnltness 
which ©very child attending the classes 
at th© ground* learns, results In better 
living. 

Ftolr plav, which Is an Important step 
In the making of good men. I* Instilled 
Into the chldren through the games and 
contests of the playgrounds.

Reaches the Mothers 

The league ha* begun to reach the 
mothers more d IWtlj through '•moth¬ 
ers' meetings.” These are held every 
two w#ek« simultaneously,* In every 
pi tygrmmd, and an- addressed by phy¬ 
sician*. trained nurse*, and others «»n 
questions of hygiene, sanitation, etc. A

Mrs. Sutton broke ‘down and buried 
her face in her liundkcrchief during 
Mr. Davis' remark**.

was shot. Mr. Davis read from Ut- 
Igy's testimony ut the inquest follow¬ 
ing Sutton's death. 

"You said then that you saw some 
ene wrench a revolver from Sutton's 
hand, heard some one say. 'get the 
other gun.’ and In your effort to do 
to you went toward Sutton’s feet and 


Referring lo the revolver which dis¬ 
appeared on the nirht of the shooting, 
and of which all the witnesses so far 
hAve disclaimed any knowledge, Mr. 
Davis ask*-d the witness if he knew 
who hud taken It. Utley said ho did 
not and that the next time he saw it 
was when he made an inventory of 
Button’s effects Just before the Inquest. 
This was the small revolver and not 
the big service gun.

Falls Through and Three May

Under the ultimatum Issued by the 
State Railroad Commission, to which 
th© city of Memphis hod appealed In 
an effort'to force the six railroads run- 
r.lng Into the city to erect a union sta¬ 
tion. and which railed a meeting of the 
officials of the roads here tj-day. one 
must be built or separate stations must 
be at once erected, equipped an<I main¬ 
tained, adequate to the demands of the 
©it5\ It is now f regarded &i probable 
that at least two. possibly threv, new 
stations will be ©rooted a* a result of 
iI k failure of the union d p »t plan 

It Is understood that the Illinois Con- 
tral, Y.izoo and Mississippi Valley and 
the ’F:Ireo-Rock Inland systems will 
erect one station, tho two roads which 
opposed the union station a second sta¬ 
tion. and possibly n third will be erected 
by th* Gould line-*, namely, the Iron 
Mountain, the Cotton Belt and the 
Union railway. 

Bieps will now be taken by th* Stab- 
Railroad Commission and the city au¬ 
thorities to force the railroads int 
building separate stations at once.

State Department Will Be Given Full 
Time. 

Washington. Aug. The full 

amount of time stipulated in trade 
agreements with foreign Governments, 
which Is six months In the case of Ger¬ 
many and Great Britain and twelve 
months in the case of Portugal, Italy, 
Spain and the Netherlands, will be giv¬ 
en by the State Department In the ab¬ 
rogation of those agreements following 
the enactment of the new tariff law. 
i heee notices were to-day prepared for 
the signature of the Secretary of 8tate. 
They will be sent to diplomatic repre¬ 
sentatives of these Governments In this 
country. At the same time, notices will 
be cabled to the American diplomatic 
representatives to the countries In¬ 
volved. 

Switzerland. Bulgaria and France not 
having any term* of notice stipulated 
In trade agreements now in force were 
notified of the abrogation of ilicse 
treaties on April 30 last so that In each 
case they now have about three months 
to prepare for the new* conditions. 

In taking this action, the State De¬ 
partment has adopted a course, which 
It Is believed, would be beyond cmlc.sm 
of foreign Governments. 

NO ISSUE NOW. 


Panama Bonds Will Be Held Until 
Congress Meets. 

Washington, Aug. I 6.—None of the 
New Panama bonds authorized by Con¬ 
gress at the session Just closed will be 
Issued before Congress meets ng i n und 
has had an opportunity to change the 
existing clrcuiation tax. Announcement 
to this effect was made In & *tat*r»?nt 
Issued by Secretary of the Treasury 
M&cVeagh lsfte to-day. 

The reasons for withholding the n«.w 
issue are set forth by j***i\>tary MSc- 
Veagh as followra: 

"Under existing law *he tsx on circu¬ 
lation secured by 3 per cent, bonds is 1 
per cent., while one-half per cent. Is 
the tax on circulation secure I by I p* r 
cent. bond. The circulation privileges 
of the now bonds would, therefore, be 
superior to those of the 3 per cent, 
bond*, and would produce a discrimina¬ 
tion against the latter. 

"The Secretary feels that It is a duty 
of the Government to see thut the 2 
per cent, bonds have tho protection of 
a parity. The Conference Comm.itee 
concluded not to readjust the circula¬ 
tion taxes at this time. The Treasury 
Department will, therefore, sell only 1 3 
per cent, certificates, with a term lim¬ 
ited to one y«ar. if Jt shall become nec¬ 
essary before Congress meets to 're¬ 
plenish the Treasury’* cash.” 

MUST ABROGATE 


W. T. Chilton, Campbellsburg. secretary 
of the Kentucky Sheep Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. arrived In Louisville last nJght to 
confer with J. W. Newman and others to¬ 
day, to determine a date on which to call 
a meeting of the association tor the pur¬ 
pose of doing something to slop the 
threatened quarantine of the State by the 
Department of Agriculture on account of 
the disease among sheep known as 
"■cables.” 

When seen last night Mr. Chilton said: 

"Tnere are thousands and thousands of 
lambs in the Statu ready to go to Lite 
Eastern market within the next two 
weeks If the threatened quarantine be¬ 
comes effective It will mean a loss of 
thousand* of dollars to the sheep raiser* 
of Kentucky. With the quarantine in 
force, the lambs will have to be dipped 
befop* they art* shipped and the cars 
tagged to show tiiat the lambs are dis¬ 
eased. and they will be sold its such, 
which will make a difference in the price 
of 11 to $2 a hundred pounds, although 
the disease is purely a skin disease and 
does not affect the meat at all. 

• • • 

Disease Not General. 

"The disease Is not genera), and, al¬ 
though only one lamb In a (lock of one 
hundred lias “scabbie*,” the whole (lock 
is condemned by the inspectors. 

"I think It would be an excellent idea 
to get a letter to each County Judge from 
the breeders’ association, and let them 
call their fiscal courts together, so each 
county could take prompt and united ac¬ 
tion in the matter. It would show the 
authorities at Washington that we were 
trying to stamp out the disease, and they 
would probably defer action." 

Dr. J N MoCormack. secretary of the 
State Board of Health* Dr. WUliam 
Bailey, of Louisville; Dr. H. S. Keller and 
Dr John G. South, of Frankfort, will be 
in Louisville to-day und will meet with 
Mr. Newman and others to consider the 
matter of "scabies'' In Kentucky sheep 
Men Interested In sheep-raising from ail 
{.arts of the State wifi be present and 
they Probably will prepare an address to 
the Department of Agriculture, asking 
that the threatened quarantine be de¬ 
layed and that the department assist the 
Kentucky authorities In stamping out the 
evil.

Warrants Against Dairymen. 


Cuban Reciprocity Treaty Before Ac¬ 
tion Under New Law. 

Washington. Aug. 6.— President Taft 
must abrogate the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty, or. It Is skid. he will be unable 
to grant to France. Germany and oth¬ 
er sugar producing countries the ad¬ 
vantages of tho minimum rotes of duty 
of the Payne tariff law. This is made 
the subject of a letter to-day sent to 
the President by Representative Brous¬ 
sard. of Louisiana. 

The Cuban treaty contains a clause 
wfoloh stipulates that the Dlngley rotes 
of duty on sugar will not be reduced 
by "treaty or convention” as long as 
the treaty remains In force, according 
to Mr Broussard. He contends that 
the President, be for Issuing a procla¬ 
mation putting In effect the minimum 
provisions of the new tariff law against 
a foreign countrv would have to enter 
Into an "agreement” with such a coun¬ 
try declaring that that country did not 
discriminate against American pro¬ 
ducts. 

Tariff~Bill Printed. 

Washington. Aug 6.—Printed copies 
of the new tariff act made their ap¬ 
pearance to-day in th© document rooms 
of the Senate and House. Fifty thou¬ 
sand copies of the measure were or¬ 
dered before Congres* adjourned yes¬ 
terday. These will be distributed by 
members of Congress, each Senator 
having about 160 copies and each mem¬ 
ber about seventy-five. The bill covers 
121 pages. __ 

Two Weeks On the Isthmus. 

Washington, Aug. 6.—Representative 
Tawney, chairman of th© lfouse Com¬ 
mittee on Appropriations, was at the 
White House to-day and told the Presi¬ 
dent that the committee would sail for 
the Isthmus of Panama November 7.

SHOOTS HIMSELF IN 

HEART WHEN CORNERED. 


Mexico City, Aug. 7.—It Is reported 
here on apparently the highest authori¬ 
ty that Gen. Bernardo Reyes will short¬ 
ly be retired- as Governor of the State 
of Nuevo Leon and will be succeeded 
by Gen. Jose Maria Moer. assistant Sec¬ 
retary of War, who was sent to Monte¬ 
rey recently by President Diaz. 

In pursuance of the Government’s 
policy to change the headquarters of 
Thjrd military zone many of the troops 
of the northern part of the republic will 
be concentrated at Monterey. The first 
body to be sent to that city will be the 
Twenty-third Battery* of artillery, now 
In Tamaullpas. 

Some reports declare that President 
Diaz has offered Gen. Reyes a minor 
post In the War Department here. 

Gen. Reyes Is being named as a can¬ 
didate for the office of the vice presi¬ 
dency in opposition ot Ramon Corral, 
the incumbent, and administrative can¬ 
didate. 

The Governor of the State of Coahulla 
has been supplanted and numerous of¬ 
ficers of towns and cities have been 
changed, notably the administrative 
head of the city of Torreyn. These rad¬ 
ical moves have been widely comment¬ 
ed upon by both native and foreign 
press here. 

El Impartial, the organ of the Gov¬ 
ernment. In it* Issue of to-day. says: 
"Those changes in tho public admin¬ 
istration of Coahulla have a great po¬ 
litical significance and the new* func¬ 
tionaries are a guarantee of the tran¬ 
quility and progress of that State.” 

Gov. Cardenas, who recently was at 
the head of affairs In Coahulla. Is a 
dose political and personal friend of 
Oen. Bernardo Reyes, who Is being 
named by a large political party as 
the possible successor to President 
Diaz. Reyes being the antl-admlntstra- 
tlon party candidate for the vice presi¬ 
dency in opposition to Ramon Oorrol, 
the Incumbent 

The State of Coaulia was the scene 
of the recent bandit raids, which were 
reported as revolutionary' movements 
by jtho press of the United 8tates. 

Some of the Jefe Politicos (chief of 
police) of the regions most affected 
were removed In th© orders made pub¬ 
lic to-day The unlversa.1 press com¬ 
ment on the present state of affairs 1* 
that the political situation Is growing 
in intensity and Interest dally. 

The choice of President and Vice 
President is to be made a year from 
next September. Ambroslo Ulloa, a 
prominent lawyer and capitalist of 
Guadalajara, where serious riots oc¬ 
curred on July 26 and 26. has been ar¬ 
rested and charged with complicity In 
the movement.

Danville, Ill., Aug. 6.—John Dugan 
shot John Jagens to death early to-day 
in a boarding house at KellyvtUe. a 
coal-mining suburb of this city and 
then killed himself. Anna DaMaakl*. 
the keeper of tho boarding house, has 
been arrested as a witness to the mur¬ 
der of Jagcns. 

The two men, both miners, and the 
woman sat up late In the night around 
a keg of beer. Five shots were heard 
by neighbors, and Dugan rushed out 
of the house with a heavy revolver In 
his hand. Jagens* body, pierced by 
five bullets, was found In his room. 

A posse was organized and followed 
Dugan to a cornfield. Here the search¬ 
ers found his body. He had shot him¬ 
self through the heart. Other miners 
told the police that Dugan and Jagcns 
both were suitor* for the woman.

Washington, Aug. 6.—Emil Maurer 
and Gretcb«*n Seepelt. a young German 
couple, who were held up by the immi¬ 
gration officials at New York because 
they were traveling as man and wife, 
although not married, will i>.. admitted 
to this country provided they are mar¬ 
ried at Ellis Island. 

The two young people said that they 
could not get married secretly In Ger¬ 
many, andTt was their Intention to have 
th© ceremony performed a.s soon as they 
arrived In New York. Both were well 
provided with funds and appexvred to 
bo above the average of Intelligence 
among immigrants.

Petr»»*|no. He *avs they 
returned to the United States after the 
assassination and furnished the theory 
that if the New York police should co¬ 
operate with the postal inspectors It 1* 
possible that connection can be traced 
between the society of the "Banana and 
Brothers-ln-law" and the band of "Black 
Handers” who arc betlcved to have mur¬ 
dered tho New York police lieutenant.

END OF TARIFF AGITATION

RAPID EXPANSION OF IRON AND 
STEEL MARKET. 


FEWER FAILURES REPORTED. 


New York, Aug. 6.—R. G. Dun Sc 
^Company's weekly review of trade to¬ 
morrow will says: 

’Every Important development of 
the week confirms the revival of trade, 
which set In even with the tariff under 
discussion and which ha* no vital ob- t 
starle to oppose It now that the tariff 
bill has passed both houses of Con¬ 
gress and has become a law. 

”A keener interest is manifested in 
the Iron and steel market each suc¬ 
ceeding week. Buyers are operating 
with greater freedom and producing 
interests display more Independence in 
making commitments. Higher totals of 
pig Iron production and other evi¬ 
dences of rapid expansion appear Nu¬ 
merous inquiries have been received 
for orders running Into 1910. but little 
actual business has been done as sell¬ 
ers In many instances name figures 
above the views of consumers. 

The expected Advance on plates and 
shapes was announced, the ruling price 
now being $1.40, Pittsburg. This re¬ 
flects the broadened demand for CArs 
and other equipment, one prominent 
railroad contracting for 8.000 cars, 
while many other orders are pending 
• • • 

Jobbing Trade Increases. 


"Dry* g*^* Jobbing trade Is expand¬ 
ing and among large Western dis¬ 
tributors collections are excellent and 
credit conditions sound. The retail 
trade Is beginning to come to the mar¬ 
kets at the central distributing points, 
but operations thu* far have been con¬ 
servative. The primary cotton goods 
and cotton yarn markets have been 
unsettled by the fluctuating values In 
the raw cotton market following a low* 
condition report by the Government. 
Tho demand for men's wear for spring 
continues to he large and there Is still 
a good call for fall fabrics. The largest 
mills are fully supplied with business. 
• • • 

Hide Market Unsettled. 


"The market for hides and leather 
is still unsettled owing to price re¬ 
adjustments to the new tArlff bill ad¬ 
mitting hides free of duty. Foreign 
hides have advanced 10 per cent, or 
more and domestic hides have declined 
less than 6 por cent. The leather mar¬ 
ket continues very dull. 

“Trade In shoes continues moderate 
and most of the buyers who were In 
Boston hivve bought fewer shoes than 
they Intended, and have delayed the 
placing of orders for later delivery 
until it is more certain what effect 
the changed duties on hides, loathe* 
and shoe* will have on the market." 


FROM EVERY POINT 

Come Reports of Good Crops and In¬ 
creasing Business. 

New York, Aug. €.—Brodstreet’s to¬ 
morrow will 'say: 

"With the advent of August the new 
tariff ha* become an accomplished fact, 
the leading crop* are assuming more 
tangible form, with some tempering of 
earlier exuberant estimates of yield; 
high premiums on old supplies of farm 
products are disappearing and tho usual 
fall buyers* excursions are bringing 
purchasers to leading markets. There 
is also noted this year what was ab¬ 
sent for two preceding years—a grow¬ 
ing scarcity of labor. 

"With the enlargement of the new 
movement, wheat supplies have begun 
to Increase and a renewal of export 
buying is reported. This, coupled with 
enlarged movement of coal, lumber, Iron 
and steel and goncrol merchandise, is 
giving the railroads more to do. and 
there is already talk of the disap¬ 
pearance of Idle cars from the list 
Building remaJns very active. 

• • • 

Situation Essentially Sound. 


"That the general business situation 
Is essentially sound is also evidenced 
by the comparatively small number of 
business suspensions and the lightest 
monthly fAllure liabilities witnessed for 
three years past. 

"On the other hand, there are some 
features of the trade and industrial 
situation not as yet clearly defined. 
High raw material cost makes for cau* 
tlon in placing orders in some lines of 
cotton good* and the advance in the 
prices of some lines of finished iron 
and steel Is claimed to have discour¬ 
aged some new business. As yet the 
high cost of wool and of the finished 
goods has not seemed to affect de¬ 
mand In that line, but hides are easier, 
claimed to be duo to tariff changes, and 
buying of leather shows a lull pending 
a clearer view of possible effects there¬ 
of.

Business Failures. 


"Business failures In the United 
States for the week ending with August 
6 were 184. against 223 last week, 206 
In the Uke week of 1908. 157 in 1907, 137 
In 1906 and 166 in 1905. Canadian fail¬ 
ures for the week number twenty- 
seven, which compares with thirty-four 
last week and nineteen In the corre¬ 
sponding week of 1908.

Montgomery. Ala.. Aug. 6.—The Car¬ 
michael prohibition bill—far more dras¬ 
tic than the present statutory State¬ 
wide prohibition law—which passed the 
Senate this afternoon by a Vote of 2b 
to 2, and which now awAlts only the 
signature of Alabama’s prohibition ex¬ 
ecutive before becoming a law, lias al¬ 
ready .scored a far-reaching effect so 
far as the operation of locker clubs 
and near-beer saloons arc concerned. 
From all parts of the State come re¬ 
ports that with the news of the passing 
of the Carmichael bill, near-beer 
saloons and clubs wherein liquors have 
been dispensed to members under the 
locker system were dismantled and to¬ 
night the State is almost as dry as it 
wlU ever be. 

In Montgomery’ even social clubs of 
the best cIass have been closed and 
early In the afternoon the near-beer 
men began the removal of all drink¬ 
ables from their places In anticipation 
of the signing of the Carmichael bill by 
the Governor this afternoon. With con¬ 
siderable wariness, a few of the 
saloons are disposing of occasional bot¬ 
tle* of the amber fluid of the "near” 
kind, but even those of the quenchless 
thirst are extremely cautious In at¬ 
tempting to secure drinkables lest they, 
too, be caught under some one of the 
numerous sections of the drastic new 
measure. 

Gov. Comer will probably not sign 
the Carmichael bill until Monday after¬ 
noon. Both houses adjourned to-day 
until Monday.

1901, to serve 
from two to twenty-one years under 
a conviction to tho charge of man¬ 
slaughter, It being alleged ho killed 
Charles G. Goodman In Lbo Falls City 
Hotel, in Jeffersonville, on the night of 
November 6. 1901, was not up before 
the board of trustees yesterday for pa¬ 
role, for the reason that he I* not an 
Inmate of the Institution and has not 
been for three months. This wan known 
only to thoso who are supposed to keep 
their lip* scaled as to what Is going 
on at the Reformatory. 

Tho fact that Rathbun is gone Is 
os much new* a* the publication yes¬ 
terday that he had confessed some 
time ago that he administered luudanum 
to Goodman to make him sleep so his 
body could be cremated after the hotel 
had been touched off, but an overdose 
wo* given him. Yesterday, MaJ. D. C. 
Peyton, general superintendent of the 
Indiana Reformatory, was asked If 
Rathbun would bo up for parole and 
the Inquirer was referred to Dr. H. C. 
Sharp, a member of the board of 
trustees. The latter said his namo was 
not on the eligible list that was to be 
considered during the day. 

Further investigation brought out the 
fact that Rathbun had been quietly 
paroled at the meeting of the board of 
trustees on April 5. employment found 
for him and he was sent away as se¬ 
cretly as hla application was acted 
upon. This, however, Is not considered 
strange, as it Is a rule at the Indiana 
Reformatory not to give out informa¬ 
tion regarding prisoners who are pa¬ 
roled. In the case of Rathbun It was 
thought something would leak out, but 
It did not. In fact, only those who 
camo directly In contact with him knew 
he was gone. It was several months bo- 
fore his departure that hi* confession 
was told In confidence.
